Nations 


WASHINGTON -(IP)— A Gigantic 


war production plan for the Western 


' Hemisphere which includes the aboli- 


tion of all trade barriers, the cstnblih- 
ment of a common currency for all 
anti-Axis nations and the use ot U. 
S. Naval and Air units to convoy 
Hemispheric shipping, was, disclosed 
Wednesday by high commerce de- 
partemnt official. 


The program, drawn 
up by the 


United States, was expected to bo 
agreed upon at the American con 
fcrenccs of foreign ministers now in 
session at Rio de Janerio. 


The commerce official who declined 


to. use his name predicated it would 
be applied to all nations subscribing 
to the plan. 


"If Chile or Argentina or any other 


nation does not enter 
the Hemi- 


spheric plan," he said, "they will be 
ignored and the plan will be pursued 
by the remaining republics."

A lot of these gadgets are going to 


have to go. We can take it one of 
two ways. 
We can howl that it is 


practically a living death without 
double cellophane wrapping, one ra-

Or we 


can ask ourselves, very time one of 
the gadgets goes down the drain, 
"was it really essential? 


We may have to learn to live more 


simply for a time. We may have to 
learn to walk instead of perpetually 
riding. We may have to learn to stay 
home and face ourselves and our 
friends and families instead of fren- 
ziedly following every whim of fash- 
ion. 
Yet from all of these "depriva- 


tions" something good is to be had if 
we will but take it. There are phy- 
sical and spiritual benefits in re- 
learning to walk. There are ingen- 
uities to be uncovered in making UIR 
old clothes do, making thc plain cloth- 
es attractive. In being compelled to 
slay with 'ourselves more, we may 
find oudselves.

More Enemy Landings 
British military quarters concceded 


that Japanese troops—apparently ar- 
•iving in small boats which hugged 
.he shore—continued to land along 
.he Malayan coast during the past 
24-hours, striking ahead of the main 
Japanese invasion army to harass the 
British west flank. 


Strong Japanese pressure also was 


reported against a British communi- 
cations ,higbway, .running southeast 
from the Muar river sector, 90 miles 
north of Singapore, where the British, 
Australian and Imperial Indian troops 
were struggling to halt the main Jap- 
anese onslaught. 


It was in this sector that Tokyo as- 


serted that 20,000 British troops were 
trapped.

ler's field headquarters acknowledged 
that Soviet troops had broken through 
German lines on the upper Donets 
river— presumably in the fierce bat- 
tle for the big Donets river steel city 
of Kharkov. 


The high command asserted, how- 


ever, that Nazi counter attacks had 
thrown the Russians back.

driven back the Japanese with heavy 
losses by the enemy. 


A department communique said the

allacks near the center of General 
Douglas MacArlhur's line had gained 
some initial successes before the de- 
fending troops counter attacked and 
retook all positions. 


U. S. Losses Light 
American Philippine casualties were 


described as "relatively moderate."

las MacArthur's troops operating in 
the Cagayan valley in northern Lu- 
zon achieved brilliant local successes,

I 'British and Germans 
Keep Eyes on Dakar 


A S the war action in Africa In- 


creases, it becomes apparent 


that Dakar, gateway to Senegal 
on the west French African coast, 
will become a focal point for the 
British and German armies. 


Certain to figure in fighting will 


be the Faidherbe bridge, pictured 
on the stamp above, issued late in 
1939. The bridge was named for 
General Louis Faidherbe. 


Dakar is vital to Germany as 


a point of embarkation for possi- 
ble action against South America 
or shipping in the South Atlantic. 
Moreover, the Germans are build- 
ing a railroad from Libya across 
the Sahara to Dakar. 
This rail- i 


way is the only route the Axis can 
move troops from North Africa, 
with ocean lanes blocked. 


The British are concerned with 


Dakar because if it is turned over 
to the Axis by the French, Eng- 
lish dominions would be threat- 
ened by attack. 


There have been 
unconfirmed 


reports that Die British are mov- 
ing bombers and ground person- 
nel into the Sierra Leone port of 
Freetown, south of Dakar.

How to Go to 
Sleep at Night 


Martha Alden 
Builds Career 
Around Worries

Marlha Alden has built a carrcer 


around one of your biggest worries- 
how to get to sleep. 


As stylist and consumer educator 


for n Salem, Mass., sheet manufactur- 
er, she found she had lo be a sleep 
consultant, too. Half the people who 
approached her afler her women's 
club and department store lectures 
began by saying: "Last night I lay 
awake . . . " So Miss Alden con- 
sulted experts and learned what keeps 
people from going to sleep and how 
to cure it. Some of the things she 
told me will surprise you: 


Don't Count Sheep 
"That old idea of counting sheep is 


simply nonsense," she said. 'When 
you count sheep, you count on the 
.surface and worry underneath, so it 
does you no good. Music is said to 
be relaxing, but somebody always 
has lo turn il off; and il is really 
just another excuse to slay awake 
longer. Reading in bed is not much 
good either, for if you read what is 
worth reading, it will keep you apake. 


"Going to sleep is as definite a 


thing lo do as eating. It is a matter 
of mental discipline. Thai's why some 
people find it so hard to do. The 
real reason most people don't go to 
sleep is because they love lo lie 
awake and worry. They'll deny it, 
bill Ihey really revel in their worries. 
They have grown so used to them. 
If they don't hash them over, they 
like to think about what a good time 
they had tonight. Or stew lest they 
forget to do something tomorrow, in- 
stead of jotling down Ihe next day's 
job while they are undressing, and 
then dismissing them. 


"In order to go to sleep, you have 


to stop worrying and relax. But the 
mind is reluctant to give up. So to 
stop its churning around, give il some- 
Ihing lo think of—relaxing exercises." 


Three Suggestions 
Here are three which Miss Alden 


recommends: 


(1) Lie on your back, stretch your 


arms straight up at right angles to 
your body, clinch your fists until 
your arm is rigid. Then let your arms 
relax and drop limply. 


(2) Lie sprawled on the bed, face 


down. Grasp Ihe bedposl and stretch 
until you grow more and more rigid. 
Then relax slowly until you are limp 
as a rag. 


(3) Draw up your knees tightly onto 


your chest, tense the muscles and

American Farmers 
Know New U. S. 
War Boss Well

Several million American farmers 


and their families are already pretty 
well acquainted with Donald M. Nel- 
son—at least with his works—but the 
new boss of the nation's war produc- 
tion may need a bit of introduction 
to city dwellers. A standard piece of 
literature in farms and small towns is 
the Sears, Roebuck & Company cata- 
logue. 
Nelson was executive vice- 


president of the mail-order house un- 
til the government called him in. Many 
a rural parlor, setting room and barn 
is equipped with the wares he sold. 


Just Another Dub 
Nelson's one hobby is golf. He 


dubs around in about 100 and of 
course he uses Sears, Roebuck golf 
balls. The shortage of rubber golf 
balls won't bother him much for he 
hasn't time now for golfing. Although 
he does get out occasionaly for a bit of 
night clubbing.

For with the United States 
serving as thu arsenal for the battle 
against the- Axis, upon Nelson's di- 
rection of war production throughout 
this country will depend the success 
of the war in Europe, Asia and on thu 
seas. 


Small Town Boy 
Although Nelson's rise to the front 


pages followed the typical American 
small-town boy-makes-good 
pattern, 


he set many precedents on his way to 
Washington from Hannibal, Mo., where 
he was born 54 years ago.

They tell how he caught a would-be 


prof i leer who bought up the enlire 
supply of one type of cotton and was 
waiting to gouge the Army. 
Nelson 


had the Army change its specifica- 
tions und the profiteer wus left hold- 
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ing the cotton. 


He uses in Army and Nnvy purchas- 


ng the stagger system he develpoed 
nt Sears, Roebuck's Chicago 
office. 


There he placed his textile orders 
during the slack seasons; ho got a 
nuch better price and the industry 
kept busy the year round. 


He docs the same with govern- 


ment purchases—except that now we, 
the taxpayers, arc getting the advant- 
ag of his bargain basement shopping 
skill, 


A Pipe Smoker 
Eighteen hours a day he puffs at 


lis collection of pipes, bucks his six- 
"oot, 200-pound bulk through the red 
ape and inertia and gets things done. 
You don't hear much of him in this 
city of inter-office feuds because he 
doesn't lose his temper. 


"The man who loses his temper al- 


ways loses the argument," the be- 
spectacled redhead smiles. But don't 
make the mistake of thinking he is 
soft. He isn't, his friends say, and 
when he finally does get mad, it 
doesn't pay to try pushing him around. 
He usually wins. 


He's won steadily since he worked

was just a step. Then he was called 
back in June, 1940, to coordinate de- 
fense purchasing. When OPM started 
the parade of wartime initials through 
the capital, he headed its purchasing 
division. 


Head Man and Boss 
SPAB—another set of initials mean- 


ing Supply, Priorities and Allocation 
Board—was set up with him as its 
head. Last year President Roosevelt 
increased his powers following reports 
the Army and Navy opposed cen- 
tralization of purchasing in his hands. 


And now he's boss of production and 


procurement. Do you have a battle- 
ship you want to sell the Navy? Or 
a Civil War rifle, or do you manu- 
ufacture neckties for soldiers'.' Seen 
Nelson. 


You'll find him in his office any 


morning after 7 o'clock. Or you can 
come back later and catch him at a 
breakfast conference down in the 
cafeteria. He'll lake care of you.

It's 
interesting that when Magellan sailed 
into the harbor he noted in his log 
that this island would be called 'Isle of 
the Lateen Sails" but when he left, he 
scratched out that name and sub- 
stituted "Laclrones" — which meant 
"Isle of Thieves."

ers as a re-suit of the war is seen by 
Dr. Elizabeth Wisner, dean of the

work. 


"Already numerous social work- 


ers from Tuhine university have gone 
into defense or wartime jobs," she 
-said. 
"It was during the last war 


that social work received its impetus 


. as a profession, and the problems 


created by this war probably will 
cause a great upswing again." 


Dr. Wisner, a former medical social 


worker with the American Red Cros, 
said morale problems among men in 
the army, which were among the 
greatest social workers had to deal 
with before the war, should virtually 
disappear now.
